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Troop Level Still Too High 


Senate Majority leader Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., longtime crusader for a reduction in 
U.S. forces in Europe, has returned from a tour 
in East and West Europe more convinced than 
ever that a troop cut is in order. 
On May 16, 1966, Sen. Mansfield said, “Our 
commitments in Europe are far in ex cess of 
our neeeds 
Unfortunately, not enough other 
senators agreed with his position to do anything 
about it. 


A MONTH LATER, the senator was asked 
what he thought about the administration's firm 
position opposing a troop withdrawal 
He re* 
« ponded: 
“Thcv can always think of some ex cuse: 
some people are so wedded to an idea for so 
long it becomes a matter of faith. Times 
change. We can t go along on the same old ba­ 
sh. which was vital IB years ago but which cer­ 
tainly calls out for a change today because of 
changed circumstances” 
A* the end of his two week trip to look over 
the situation, S n Mansfield told an interviewer 
in Frankfurt, “The day of the NATO pact has 
passed in its original sense as a defensive set­ 
up ” 
He did not call for abandonment of the alli­ 


ance but recommended a shift of primary re­ 
sponsible y from the United States to member 
nations and suggested America consider 
a 
“ graduated withdrawal of one division and 
ill 
dependents each year.” 
Mr Mansfield said he understood the thinking 
that fostered alliances at the height of the cold 
war but reiterated his 1966 statement that such 
thinking is obsolete today. 
He confirmed the feeling held by an increas­ 
ing number of Americans that Western Eu­ 
rope’s reconstructed economv and heightened 
East-West trade has brought about a radical 
change in the security needs of the continent 
MR. MANSFIELD is planning to turn In a re­ 
port to President Johnson but the senator 
doesn't ex pect any action 
However, his trip and his report may max ® 
an impression on o her members of Congress 
vitally concerned about the balance-of-payment* 
deficit and the adverse effect 30000 service­ 
men and thousands of dependents stationed in 
Europe have on it 
It is hoped the Senate majori'y leader will be 
able to prevail upon his colleagues to take 
quick action on the matter of reducing — signif­ 
icantly — the number of U.S. troops in Western 
Europe. 


Step Forward In Prison Practice 


It has on’v been in operation a couple of 
months, but officials of the State Correctional 
Institution at Tehachapi. Calif., have tenta­ 
tive! v pronounced an ex perimentalv 
family 
visitation program a success. 
Under the program, the first of its kind in 
the nation, certain prisoners are allowed to 
spend weekends with their wives and childrca 
in anartmcnts formerly occupied by prison 
personnel. 
The aim of the program, bv ena bling pris­ 
oners to be with their families in priv a cy a nd 
in a more or less normal, ho melike setting, 
is to ease their transition back into socie'v. 
The state will make a two -y ea r fo llo w 
up study 
o f the men after they are pa ro led to delcrm ne 


the effects of the program. 
Revolutionary as the ex periment is in 
the 
United States, it is about as timid as it could 
be compared with what 
has 'ong 
reen the 
practice in a number of other countries At 
Tehachapi, only minimum-security inmates wno 
have less than three months to go betö re pa­ 
role are permitted to participate. Unmarried 
men and those with vears to serve before they 
are eligible for parole must sweat out their 
time as before. 
But a lot of them now have a new incentive 
for good behavior and self rehabilitation. What 
is being tried at Tehachapi Is a we'come start 
toward a saner philosophy of crime and pun­ 
ishment in America. 
Monkey Business Moral 


Waging cold war Is nothing new nor Is it 
the sole domain of the eagle, bear and dragon 
that rule the global jungle. 
According to Dr. N. Tinbergen of 
Eng la nd'« 
Ox ford University, an ex pert on animal be­ 
havior, many animal species rcgulariy 
en­ 
gage in this type of conflict and have 
been 
doing so since creation. He calls it group 
territoriality. 
Territorial species defend their turf ov use 
v threatening actions as opposed to actual 
fighting. Intruders, the doctor notes, normally 
have the good sense when confronted by such 
menacing conduct to pull out before any of 
them gets hurt. 
CONSIDER THE howler mo nkey . If o ne pa ck 
(or whatever thev come in) o f these simple 
simians invades the territory 
o f a no ther, a 
loud — onlv in the sense that the belligerent« 
jumn about and scream at each other — bat le 
takes place. The engagement usua lly breaks 
o ff when the trespassers (no doubt stricken 
bv collective laryngitis) retreat to seek 
a n­ 
other. safer living area. 
And mo st impo rta nt, especia lly to 
the ho wl­ 


er monkeys, no blood has been shed 
Tire mon­ 
keys. like a great many other so-ca’led 
dumb 
a nima ls, are quick to recognize 
the inherent 
da ng er behind a show of tooth and claw. 
No w die eagle, bear and dragon also are 
a wa re of the danger of pushing one another 
to o fa r. Unfortunately, thev are far more so­ 
phistica ted animals than the howler monkey, 
a nd po ssess fangs and talons capable o f wiping 
o ut the entire jungle. 


THEY ARE AIJ5 0 proud, and consider retreat 
a coward’y and despieab'e act. So far, their 
confrontations, considering the damage they 
co uld do In an all-out battle, have been rela­ 
tiv ely minor skirmishes — tests to determine 
just ho w far each will go to defend wnat he 
feels is his. 
Unfortunately, unlike other territorial spe­ 
cies of the animal kingdom, thev have sh'd 
ea ch other's blood. Lnckily, the wounds while 
serio us, have not been fatal. Perhaps 
they 
can learn from the howler monkeys before one 
of them decides to go for the jugular vein of 
the other. 
The Great Exodus-From Poverty 


The War on Poverty mav not have -ecorded 
anv snectacu’ar battle victories, but it is far 
from being the mismanaged skirmish it* crit­ 
ic*- have likened It to. 
In 1967. 2 9 mil'ion Americans made it out 
oi poverty, reports the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity. calling this “the greatest ex odus from 
the ranks of the noor in the 10 vears that re­ 
cords have been kept and possibly in the na­ 
tion’s history.” 
In the three vears that the OEO has been in 
ex istence, seven million Americans have es- 
caned from what is officially classified a* r°v- 
ertv status, compared with 4 5 mi’lion in the 
previous five years. In those same three vears, 
the proportion of nonwhite Americans hving in 
povertv dropped from 47 per cent to 35 p*r cent 
and the proportion of whites in poverty fell 
from one in seven to one in 10. 
Since 1959. the to'al number of poor people 
In the nation has declined from 38.7 million to 
26 million as of December 1967—18 million 


jwhite, 8 million nonwiute. Significantly, in the 
pa st three vears. nonwhites have been moving 
out of poverty 
a t about nine times the 1 9 5 9 - 
19 64 rate. 
The OEO does not claim full credit for these 
heartening 
trends. 
Undoubtedly, 
the 
very 
growth of the economv is responsible foi much 
of the improvements. But it does c’aim that a 
si’bsfantial share of the accelerated movement 
out of povertv is the result of its War on Pov­ 
erty programs. 
Though it is difficult to separate the effects 
of the two factors, it is obvious that the more 
people who are he’ped to become productive, 
tax -paving members of society instead of wel­ 
fare-absorbing dependents on society, the fast­ 
er the nation’s economic progress will 
De. It ia 
one cvcle that is definitely nonvicious. 
Po’iticians are fond of “looking at the rec­ 
ord." The three-vear record of the OEO is 
something congressmen should scrutinize very 
closelv before thev dismember that office « 
The Powerful Lame Bird 


The Democratic National Convention will go 
all the way with LBJ on Tuesday. Ordinarily a 
man who approaches within a decade the Bibli­ 
cal allotment of years begins to “observe" (so- 
me-what gingerly) his birthdays rather than 
“celebrate" them. But at Chicago, Aug. 27 will 
be LBJ Day. The President will be 60. 
Despite repeated denials from the White 
House and some of the presidential eandida’es, 
President Johnson clearly is running the Chica­ 
go Democratic National Convention. 
One syndicated column reported on July 11 
that John R. Criswell, treasurer of the Demo­ 
cratic National Commitee and ex ecutive direc­ 
tor of the Chicago convention, said on June 18: 
“Of course, Mr. President, Aug. 27 is going to be 
the really big day out in Chicago.” 
Lyndon B. Johnson comes to his birthday an­ 
niversary in a resurgent mood. Slightly more 
than a week before the celebration his personal 
physician. Adm. George Burkley, said he feels 
“there has ben no significant change in the 
Pi resident's physical condition since the 19C6 X- 
rays." 


THE PRESIDENT it was disclosed, has been 
suffering from diverticulosis for the past eight 
years But the ailment is common in 30 per 
cent of the population above age 50. It is the re­ 
sult of protrusions in the intestinal wall; it 
ia 
generally treated by diet. 
President Johnson is reported to have in Chi­ 
ca g o the most elaborate ex pensive telephone 
system ever installed at a national convention. 
A spokesman for the Bell System o n Aug. 21 re­ 
lucta ntly declined to confirm this report for Ed­ 
ito ria l Resea rch Repo rts. The dea r Implica tio n 


was the White House had laid down security 
embargoes. 
One report was that the President’s downtown 
hotel suite would have instantaneous telephone 
communications with the chairmen of each of

Eugene J McCarthy said on 
Aug. 13 that they had 132 rooms and 132 tele­ 
phones as against 151 of each for the staff of the 
Vice President Hubert Humphrey. George S. 
McGovern. S.D., on Aug. 12 said. ''My impres­ 
sion is that the McCarthy people are being 
treated the same way the Humpnrev people 
are.” 
SELECTION OF House Democratic 
Whip 
Hale Boggs, La., as Platform Committee chair­ 
man was said to favor the vice president, for 
Boggs is an avowed Humphrey man But Boggs 
said on July 
9 that he had spoken with Sen. 
McCarthy and found him "cooperative " The 
other convention o f f i c i a 1 s — G ov 
Richard 
Hughes, N.J , chairman of the committee on 
credential« , Gov. Sam Shapiro. 111., rules and 
order of business, and Mrs. Faye Broderick, 
Maine, permanent organization—are generally 
considered Johnsonites for Humphrey. 
Four years ago in Atlantic City LBJ had a 
huge birthday party, with cakes, music, danc­ 
ing and a reception line A cautious White House 
at this moment is not giving out any intorma- 
tion, but you can bet that Tuesday in Chicago 
will be a big day for the Johnson birds. 


Sedition and Treason

James Foreman, one of the most radi<.£ ! of 
tie revolutionary Black Power leaders, has 
again officially put the movement on record il) 
as allied with World Communism, (2i as seek­ 
ing the destruction of the American system, (3) 
a 
working for a victory for the Communists 
in Vietnam, and (4) as mobilizing and training 
rr litant Negrces to become the “vangu?rd” 
c an ex panding para-military force wUhin our 
country which brands the United States as “ t 
.10 
enemy”. 
He sa y s this in a feature article in the C <m- 
n.unist magazine Tricontinental, published in 
Communist Havana and distributed to Com­ 
munists throughout the world. 
Forman, 36. is ex ecutive secretary of SN'CC 
(ftudent Non-Violent Coordinating Committee) 
and director of its International Commissi >n. 
He is a graduate of Chicago’s Roosevelt Col- 
Itv .t 
In a 4000-word article, Forman traces the 
growth of the revolutionary Black Powei move­ 
ment inside the United States and proud v pro­ 
claims it a part of the “liberation struggle" 
led bv Communists throughout the world. 
Viewing the 1967 race riots, killings, lootings, 
and burnings in American cities, "revolution­ 
aries throughout the world” he writes, “ be­ 
gan to understand more fully the impact of 
the black movement. Our liberation will only 
come when there is final destruction of thu rrrd 
octonus — the capitalistic svstem of the Unit­ 
ed States.” (Is this not sedition? If not. what 
is?) 
His confident ex pectation of the overthrow of 
the United States is not something that can be 
lau^.hted off. <1 traveled up 14th Street in *he 
heart of Washington, DC., recently and saw 
miles of this wanton destruction.) 
THE FRIGHTFUL inactivity of the United 
States, confronted bv this self-stvled “ enemy", 
within, cannot be laughted off. Here in Tri- 
continental as in numerous other documents, we 
see a revolutionary openly advocating and work­ 
ing for the violent overthrow of » he United 
States, vet our Attorney General won't even 
answer letters asking why sedition and trea­ 
son go uncha’lenged bv our Federal law en­ 
forcement agencies. 
As this column Is written, my newspaper 


carries the dispatch from New York reporting 
action of CORE c a tors « Congress o; Racial 
Equality» in proclaiming treasonable goals. 
Robert Carson, herd of the Brookhn CORF, 
dieliter. called for a separate "Black Repub­ 
lic" to be established ‘‘in the state* from Mary- 
¡ana to Florida, from the Mississippi to the 
Atlantic Ocran." tie declared: “I believe that 
capitalism has to b:> destroyed.” 
Dramatizing the in: ctive posture of United 
Sta es legal and mi. a forces, in the face of 
such revolutionary activity and future p'annmg, 
is a disnatch from Baltimore where massive 
rio.s and plundering occurred last Apm. 
The dispat h quotes Major General Archibald 
A 
Snroul of the Maryland National Guard: 
“ Our so diers were not onlv told that thev could 
not load their weapons (to combat the nioters), 
but thev were to d that thev could not even use 
their rifles as clubs to protect themse’ves or 
stop looting fin Baltimore and Washington. ” 
How can a nat.on beset bv revolution within 
Sui vTve under t ese circumstances? No won­ 
der rcvolu ionaries such as Forman. H. Rap 
B;t.wn and Stoke’v Carmichael openly, hraz- 
enlv ex press confidence that the United States 
v» ili be overthrown. 


FORMAN SAYS in his article: “The Travels 
of Stokely Carmichael plaved an important 
role in interncticnaliza :on of b’ack conscious­ 
ness . . . Carmichael went on from Cuba to 
Vietnam. Algeria, Svria. Egypt, Guiena. Tan­ 
zania, Scandinavia and France. 
He talked with leaders in all these countries 
including Ho Chi Minh, Sckou Toure Kwame 
Nkruma and Ju’ius Hyerere (n’l communist 
luminaries).” Forman quoted Fidel Castro: 
“The drawing toge her of the revolutionaries of 
the United States and those of Latin America 
is the mc#‘ natural thing in the world " 
Forman hails the Communist allies in Mos­ 
cow, Peking and N-arlh Vietnam: "As the b’ack 
liberation strugg’e becomes international) *od 
in its outlook, b’ack resistance to the war in 
Vietnam will mount . . . 1%8 will be a crucial 
year” he writes “ a vear in which the solidar­ 
ity of liberation forces around the world is of 
abso’uH v vital importance.” 
It is important to Americans that our lead­ 
ers recognize the menace of these forces and 
enforce the laws against arson, rioting, ioot- 
ing, sedition and treason. 
Forgotten Foods to Fight Famine 


The quantity of food a nation can provide 
its people is not the onlv gauge of its relative 
prosperity is a world that j« predominantly 
underfed The variety of food that is eaten also 
Pilfers markedly between countries. 
Tuc United States raises 38 major food crops. 
Altucugl. about 9 5 per cent of our food is taken 
frcin onlv 20 crops, including the princmal 
meat sources, these are transformed bv the 
time thev reach the supermarket into more 
tnan 5.000 different kinds of food products -• 
fresh, canned, concentrated, frozen, denydrat- 
ed vou nam 'ell. 
3v contrast, in 87 countries considered to be 
food deficient, t-he average number of food crcps 
1« fewer than six . The world average is about 


Yet. according to one botanist, at least 
80.0 '0 
plant species are edible and nutrition» . Only 
about 800 of them have ever been cultivated as 
food crops throughout histirv, and most of these 
have been forgotten. 


IN THE UNITED STATES itself, the census 
of 1830 recorded 129 food crops. Since then, for 
anv number of reasons, we have lost SI of 
them. Today, however, some of these forgotten 
loods are making a comeback, impeded by 
agr » cultural research and the race against 
worldwide starvation 
Recently, reports IBM’s “Think" magazine, 
two teams of plant hunters from Israel and 
the U S S R were looking for a nourishing tub­ 
er crop that could thrive on lands too drv and 
hot for potatoes. Thev found it in the \meri* 
can helianthus. a once important put long- 
abandoned root that grows in the arid West. 
The Israeli ex plorers also found 
another 
once-great American food crop listed in the 
1 830 census as Indian parsnip. It can he con­ 
verted into ex cellent bread flour and yields 
about three times as manv digestible calories 
per acre as the best wheat. 
DANISH AGRONOMISTS have rediscovered 
another American tuber, this one a species 
that grows in wet lands. Known as tuckahoe, 
It is believed to have been the first native food 
developed by settlers of the Jamestown colony, 
T*e tubers weigh up to five pounds each, are 
fu» \orsome. highly nutritious and can oe used 
as a flour source or baking vegetable. 
Tha sea rch fo r new-o ld fo o d* o ca s o o 
ia o ther 


lands as well. In Central America. 135 differ­ 
ent species of edib’e plants have been identi­ 
fier) and analyzed and at least seven of them 
are being developed as commercial crops. 
One of (hem is a four-wav food provider 
called chavó te. Its fruit is a nourishing, squash- 
like vegetable. The roots are good when baked 
or roasted The leaves make ex cellent cooked 
greens and the f’ower adds a nourishing, tasty 
flavor to other dishes. 
The' threat of starvation still casts an omi­ 
nous shadow over fie last three decades of 
the 20th century. But the development of new 
fooo sources, together with improvements in 
me yields of traditional crops, give hope that 
the specter will not materialize into reality.

INCLUDED INEVITABLY in such a en­ 
list wou’d have been Gov. Rich; rd Hu h * 
New Jersey, Gov. Haro’d Hughes of low 
Sen George MV*>overn of South Dakota Si 
Fred Harris of Oklahoma and Sargent Siir.v" 
U.S Ambassador to France and brother-in-law 
of Ted Kennedy 
For those Democratic regulars who aio 'im­ 
porting Humphrey, which moans nearly ail i 
the countrv. this is devastating news. 
IT* 
take Kennedy at his word, and manv find M 
Carthv just as unacceptable for vice presi lent 
as for president. Yet the polhng evidence si., 
gests that anvbodv e se mav do damage to a 
Humphrey campaign that he can ill affo.d 
v rom the Humphrey camp it-elf, reports fil­ 
ter out that McCarthy mav turn out to be (lie 
favored choice in the circums ances. There ar 
inside dissenters, though, and no one imagine 
his selection would please President I vnd in 
Johnson 
The further question arises whether MeC ir 
thv would accept that No 2 position. He hat 
never said flat-out that he wou’d --unport Hum­ 
phrey if he is nominated for president. Clearly 
he intends to condition his answer on the kind 
of Vietnam war posture Humphrey assumes in 
the convention. 


SOME HUMPHREY STRATEGISTS believe 
that their candidate needs a running mate with 
the obvious s*arnp of either the McCarLrv ele­ 
ments or the Kennedv-oriented Democrats up­ 
on him Their puzzle is where to find one aside 
from Kennedy and McCarthy themselves who 
is a provable asset. 
McGovern's evident voter-weakm*. is a blow 
since he is Kennedv-oriented and himself en 
tered the presidential race at a late hour to 
provide a rallying po nt for Kennedy minded 
delegates as well as to bend the party toward 
a more dovish end on Vietnam. 
Shriver apparently did not show well in polls 
with Humphrey. Furthermore, it is known to 
Humphrey's managers that Shriver is not par­ 
ticularly noou'ar with kev supirorters of tho 
assassins*e*f John F. and Robert F Kennedy. 
One name that keeps popping into the arena 
is that of Lawrence O’Brien, former postmaster 
general and long-time aide to the Kennedy« , 
who now is helping Humphrey in a ver\ large 
wav. He is somewhat dovish in Vietnam and 
might be widely acceptable in the party. But 
he is little-known and presumably was not test­ 
ed in the recent po’ls. 
Humnhrev% vice presidential dilemma looks 
Worse than Richard Nix on's turned out to b# 
at Miami Beach.

Probably no educational sub­ 
ject has 
been 
more 
written 
about and discussed — with 
fewer practical results — than 
the subject of reading. 
How do you find a reading 
teaching technique that really 
works? 
There are plenty of answers, 
most supposed by exponents of 
one theory or another who cate­ 
gorically believ e their method 
is the ONLY way to approach 
the problem. 
Costly and timely 
research 
goes on in the nev er - ending 
search for a catch - all answer. 
B u\ in the final analysis, the 
real experts on how to teach 
reading are the teachers them­ 
selv es. 
A series of research surv eys, 
some financed by the U.S. Of­ 
fice of Education, demonstrat­ 
ed this year that fhere is no 
single “best 
way” 
to 
teach 
children how to read. 
The most important factor in 
reading achiev ement, the sur­ 
v eys showed, is the quality of 
tho teacher. 
One three - year study con­ 
centrated on three school dis­ 
tricts in New Jerscv for a com­ 
parison of fav ored techniques 
for teaching beginning read ng.
